The industry generated the almost incredible 
total of 601 billion kilowatt hours of electricity — 
more than three times the 1943 figure. At the end 



for a population of around 169 million — almost a 
90 per cent Increase since 1908." 

The new record, of course, is a reflection of 
America's steadily rising living standards. It's also 
a reflection of the fact that those luscious steaks, ham- 
burgers, hot dogs, hams and chops have been good 
buys. During most of the year meat prices, at retail 
were substantially lower than in 1955 — in some weeks 
as much as 18 per cent lower. Most important, never 
before has the family breadwinner had to work so 
short a time to buy his family's meat. It takes the 
average industrial worker less than 19 minutes to 
earn the money a pound of meat costs, and that repre- 
sents a new low.

Round bone 
cuts, however, are not quoting un- 
der 55c. Rump roasts also quote 
lower at 79-B5c, arid standing rib 
roasts move through a 10c range of 
55-05c. Sirloin steaks continue low 
despite a 3c jump over last week, 
quoting <now 79c to claim a value 
mention. Porterhouse remains stable, 
quoting no higher than 95c. Round 
steak takes the big jump, 0c to a 
new range of 55-69c. Short ribs- at 
19c are typical of lower costs or 
many economy meats, including 
hambcrger and plate cuts. 

Pork— Apparently at the brink, 
most pork holds at higher levels 
as marketing of smaller fall pigs 
gets underway in appreciable vol- 
ume and possibly could bring about 
lower prices.. Rib end roasts start 
at 35c with loin halves showing 45- 
47c. No price concessions appear 
clear as -fresh Boston! Roasts range 
43-45c with rare mention of 39c 
center cut ohops 75-79c. Cured pork 
also (holds high— best bacon 59- 63c 
mostly, picnics seldom under 39c 
smoked Boston's scarce at 59c. Con- 
cessions are being made for some 
branded hams, but mostly 57c for 
whole, short shank, smoked; 

Lamb— 'Leg roasts are low^as 49c 
and go as high as 63c, but nrnst 
quote 55c. Shoulder roasts ra* ,^ 
35-39c. Steaks are pegged 59c on a 
generally unchanged market. 

Poultry— Fryers again quote low, 
ranging mostly 35-39c. Stewing hens 
will be a spot value in some stores. 
Egg prices continue to slip as the 
peak of production is reached wltli 
medium sizes in short supply. Quotes 
show grade A white extra large at 
Glc per dozen, large 45c and medium 
37c. Large mixed eggs go as low 
as 38c. Cost per pound comparisons 
for whites show -extra large 36c, 
large 30c and medium 28c. 

Produce — New potatoes from the 
south are the feature at lower price 
tags 7c per pound. Price concessions 
arc reported by many stores for 
Idaho bakers, as low as IGlb. Sire. 
For the most part, prices are strong- 
er for tomatoes at 45c lb. for Florida 
vine ripened, and typically 25c for 
I4oz. tubes. Acorn squash climbs to 
14c lb. Even prices are maintained 
or cauliflowor at 25c lb., midwest 
apples 13c lb. and d'Anjou pears 
21b. 29c.

U. S. Highways in 1957 



i 
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Forty -throe, thousand deaths on 
highway — a rate of nearly 120 kill- 
i- 'trigs a day — is the grim outlook for 
the nation's drivers In 1057. 

This prediction of the most dis- 
astrous year yet for deaths, injuries 
and properly loss from automobile 
accidents Is made by Arthur S. 
Johnson, Director of the InrHute for 
Safer iLlving. "We're h* .ling for 
unbelievable carnage on the roads," 
he warned, "on intolerable situation 
that demands on Immediate muster- 
ing of all available forces of con- 
trol to stop it." 

Saftcy engineering vice president 
of the American Mutual Liability 
Insurance Company, Johnson de- 
clared that action must* bo taken 
at once on threo "must do's" — wide- 
spread expansion and improvement 
in law enforcement, nation-wide 
compulsory driver training, and the 
building of more and safer high- 
ways. Only through these means, 
he said, will we be able to control 
the .three types of drivers who cause 
the big majority of our accidents: 
the arrogant, the incompetent and 
the ignorant. 

Law enforcement, he said, is one 
of our most effective, Immediate 
stopgap controls, but " is woefully 
short in manpower. The big stick 
has proved Its value in accident 
control, but there just are not 
enough big sticks to got the bad 
drivers , oft the road before they 
kill. Every state and community 
must take immediate steps to Im- 
prove the quantity and quality of 
their policing forces and arrest 
drivers who disobey the motor ve- 
hicle laws. 

On driver training, there just 'is 
not any program now in existence 
that can be considered first class. 
Massachusetts has done one of the 
. - best jobs of any by-controlling com- 
mercial driving schools and by push- 
ing the high school driver training 
program. There .is a terrific need, 
Johnson said, to hurry up and get 
all motorists, the new and the old, 
skilled In safe handling of the mod- 
ern, high-powered, high-speed au- 
tomobile. 

The program of highway design 
and construction must be pushed 
with maximum production and the 
tax-paying motoring public must 
not get the idea that there can be 
ah end to the program. New high- 
ways do solve safety problems to 
the extent that known safety fea- 
tures arc installed in their location, 
design and construction. 

Most disturbing aspect of the 
whole mess, Johnson declared, is 
that we can sec no let-up in traffic 
tragedies, as long as drivers try 
to match their skill and judgement 
at speed too fast for conditions, as 
long as the pressures of vast move- 
ments keeps the highways over- 
crowded, and until the strict en- 
forcement of driving regulations can 
scrape the speeders, drunks and 
scoff-laws off the highways.

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Claim Illinois Employers 
Pay Higher Coitt for 
Workman Compensation 

know It or not, Illinois employers 
arc sotting on unenviable pnee in 
payments of Increased benefits for 
workmen's compensation claims. 

The fact that they find themselves 
in this unfavorable position, and as 
a consequence ore paying tremend- 
ously Increased costs, was revealed 
today by the Illinois State Chamber 
of Commerce. 

An extensive analysis of the work- 
men's compensation program In Ill- 
inois has beoni released by the state- 
wide business organization after a 
year, of research by Its Workcmen's 
Compensation Committee. It is ex- 
pected that the report will serve as 
a basis for developing Improvements 
in the Illinois workmen's compen- 
sation law and its 'administration 
during the coming session ■ of the 
state legislature. Copies are being 
distributed to State Chamber mem- 
bers, legislators and other state 
government officials. 

Louis Ratzcsbcrgcr, Jr., Chamber 
president, said the findings will be 
used to sustantiate recommendations 
his group will make for amending 
the workmen's compensation statute. 
Ratzesberger Is president of The 
Illinois Canning Co., Hoopeston. 

The report reveals that Since 1050 
payments to employees for work- 
connected disabilities have risen 63 
per cent faster than would appear 
to be justified by changes In benefit 
levels, employment levels and -ac- 
cident rates. 

What factors have contributed to 
this startling increase in costs? The 
Chamber's fact-filled 64 -page report 
blames: 

An increase in the much more 
expenBivc type of payments for 
"-.''permanent partial" awards for par- 
tial loss of use or disfigurement of 
some part of the body. 

A corresponding decrease in pay- 
ments based on "temporary total" 
awards for tunc lost from employ- 
ment. 

This shift to the more expensive 
type of payment has been more ra- 
pid in Illinois than in other states. 
For example, in 1942, Illinois paid 
only 12 per cent of all such claims 
in the United States. But by 1054, 
Illinois paid 30 per cent of all per- 
manent partial claims. 

Also in 1954, permanent partial 
injury- cases represented 57,3 per 
cent of all disabling work injury 
cases in Illinois; in contrast, .per- 
manent partial cases totaled 12.8 
per sent of all cases in Wisconsin, 
7.3 per cent of all cases in Penn- 
sylvania and 7.0 per cent ( of all 
cases in the entire country. 

Costwise, permanent partial claims 
in 1954 represented 79 per cent of 
the total dollar benefits paid by 
Illinois employers under the Work- 
man's Compensation Act. 

The Chambers study further re- 
veals that the average workman's 
compensation claim paid in Illinois 
is higher than in Wisconsin, which 
has the highest statutory benefits 
in the United States. 

What makes this shocking trend 
eveni more difficult to reconcile are 
industrial safety results of recent 
years which show that Illinois em- 
ployers arc doing a noteworthy job 
of improving working conditions. 
This should serve to retard the rise 
in workman's compensation costs.

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Intelligence tests are not sufficient 
for identifying nil gifted children, 
a noted educator said today. 

"There are children whose abil- 
ities in art, music, writing, or social 
leadership can be recognized chiefly 
by their performance — cases In 
which intelligence tests will prove 
inadequate for their indemnification," 
explained Paul Witty, Northwestern 
University professor of education!. 

He spoke at a meeting of educators 
and scientists at the American Assn. 
for the' Advancement of Science 
conference in New York City. , 

"It is desirable to broaden our 
definition of the gifted and to con- 
sider any child as gifted whose per- 
formance in a valuable line of hu- 
mani activity is consistent remark- 
able," Witty stated. "To identify 
these children, abundant opportuni- 
ties should be- offered in both home 
and school for the release and ex- 
pression of such abilitcs. 

Witty explained how a film had 
been used to determine the creative 
writing ability of more than 2,000 
pupils in 40 elementary schools. The 
children were shown a symbolic and 
imaginative movie, which was pre- 
sented without dialogue or narrat- 
ion. They thorn were told to write 
an appropaite story or poem to ac- 
company the film. 

The compositions were judged ac- 
cording to "genuine feeling; sen- 
sitivity to the value of particular 
words and phrases; a recognition 
of the film-maker's indent and of the 
symbols presented, and correct use 
of English. About 10 per cent of the 
itotal number of compositions were 
found to be outstanding and to sug- 
gest potential ability on the part 
of the writers," Witty said. 

To recognize a child potentially 
gifted in drawing and painting, 
teachers and parents should be alert 
for various combinations of certain 
characteristics. Among the charac- 
teristics given by Witty arc: 

1. Adcptaess in drawing pictures 
of animals and people at on early 
age— much younger than is typical. 

2. An appreciation for design 
'when very -young. 

3. Creation of his own experiences 
, some art form.

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Most taxpayers who find that they 
are due refunds on Federal Income 
Taxes withheld in the preceding 
year will make every effort to pre- 
pare and file returns as soon as the 
filing' season! starts, in hopes of an 
early check from Uncle Sam to 
reimburse the excess tax payments.

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Carpentier Warns 

Motorist About 

License Receipts 

Springfield, 111., Jan., 10— Secre- 
tary of State Charles F. Carpentier 
today warned motorists that cur- 
rency exchanges, notaries public 
and other persons in the motor ve- 
hicle license pickup business are not 
agents of the Secretary of State's 
office. 

Mr. Carpentier said his warning 
was prompted by information reach- 
ing his office that some organizations 
and individuals in that line of work 
arc issuing receipts to motorists 
bearing -the wording, "Received for 
Charles OF. Carpentier (blank) a- 
mount" 

Those organizations and individu- 
als have no right .to issue that type 
of receipt, since they are agents 
only for the motorists who present 
their license fees to them, Secretary 
Carpentier said. 

As far as >the State of Illinois is 
concerned, such receipts are value- 
less, because they do not prove that 
the State received the money, he 
said. They prove only that the mo- 
torist paid a certain amount of mon- 
ey to some agency or individual 
having no offical connection! with 
the State, Mr. Carpentier said.

1. Write on a specific Issue or 
principle, and don't try to cover 
more than one In a letter. 

2. Be brief. Tell your point of 
view and reasons you have that 
point of view. 

3. Don't follow a form letter. 
Give your own ideas in your own 
way. It Is the straightforward, sin- 
cere letter that commands nttcntion. 

4. Emphasize how the Issue in- 
volved affects you, your family, 
your business, your community, 
your Industry and the public inter- 
est 

5. Be friendly and courteous. 
Don't be abusive. 

6. Don't use carbon copies. Write 
to each one individually.

HEALTH TALK 



PNEUMONIA STILL THREAT 

When the lungs are invaded by 
the germ called the pncumococcus, 
a severe inflammation develops 
which, until recent years, was most 
often fatal. However, with the ad- 
vent of such drugs as the sulphona- 
mides, penicillin and other antibi- 
otics, pneumonia can now be 
brought under control, the Educa- 
tional Committee 'of the Illinois 
State Medical Society observes in 
Health Talk. 

Strangely the pncumococcus is 
not a single germ, since it appears 
in more than thirty forms which ore 
identifiable through laboratory 
tests of the sputum. Frequently 
other germs, such as the staphylo- 
coccus, and different viruses are in- 
volved. Usually, pneumonia is as- 
sociated with a cold, or some other 
infectious condition. The patient 
develops a shaking chill and a sharp 
pain in the side. Breathing is diffi- 
cult; coughing brings up a bloody 
colored sputum. There is fever 
and usually headache and nausea. 
Prostration and weakness are pres- 
ent. 

As the condition progresses, blood 
and serum congeal in the lungs, 
which reduces the breathing space. 

The patient is seriously ill. Some- 
times empyema develops, which is 
an accumulation of pus in the chest. 

With the new drugs, danger of 
pneumonia is lessened, since they

overcome the Infectious agent be- 
fore the heart and other organs are 
damaged. However, the threat to 
the paticht still exists because the 
recuperative period is prolonged. 
One hazard Is the patient getting up 
and about too soon, because severe 
relapses do occur. 

One of the strange characteristics 
of pneumonia Is the crisis. The pa- 
tient appears to be on the point of 
collapse; then he begins to perspire 
profusely; the temperature drops 
rapidly; the breathing and pulse 
rate slow down, and in a few hours 
the patient looks and feels better 
as he falls into a quiet sleep. 

Pneumonia can occur, perhaps not 



from the same causative organism, 
but from one of the other species. 
Whatever typo, recurrences ore 
dangerous In that they tend to 
weaken the heart and respiratory 
system, making the patient less re- 
sistant to disease. 

Pneumonia strikes both sexes. It 
is more of a menace In the very 
young and the very old. Exposure 
to bad weather, under-nourlshment 
and excessive use of alcohol are fac- 
tors, singly and collectively. 

Persons suffering with a com- 
mon cold should exercise special 
care, because pneumonia so fre- 
quently is associated with or follow- 
ing this infectious disease. The 



physician's armancntarium has been 
fortified in the management of 
pneumonia with the modern drugs,

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Norge Ski Club to Hold 
Ski Jump Sunday, Jan. 20 

Those dare-devil sportsmen known 
as ski Jumpers have their finest 
show in many years all scL for 
dramatic and thrllliwg production 
on the precipitous slopes of Norge 
hill near Fox River Grove next 
Sunday. 

The Norge Ski Club has gathered 
the finest cast since 1032 for this 
52nd annual sports spectacle. It was 
that year that (the entire Norwegian 
Olympic team came im from Lake 
Placid, N. Y„ to sweep the Norge 
competition. 

Sunday there will be only two In- 
vaders from the European winter 
sports countries. But one of these, 
Antti Hyvarcnin, is classed as the 
greatest ski Jumper of all time. 

Hyvarcnirt flew In from Finland 
with Juhanl Karinen early this week 
and has been practicing on Norge 
Hill to live up to his brilliant ad- 
vance billing. 

. Antti holds the two highly prized 
titles in this daring sport. Last year 
he won the Olympic gold medal at 
Cortina, Italy, and then moved on 
to HolmcnkoUon, Norway, where he 
scored one of the highest point rat- 
ings in the history of that oldest 
competition for jumpers in the 
■ world. 

Karinen is no slouch, cither. He 
held the national title of Finland 
two years ago. 

This exceptional twosome has for- 
saken most of the big European 
tournaments to make a tour of A- 
merican ski hills. The Norge meet 
will be the first of seven appear- 
ances In this country for them. 

This was arranged for by the 
American National Ski Association 
so the Yankee competitors In this 
essentially European sport could 
study their near-perfect style. It 
is hoped that this will give them 
a chance to improve before the next 
Olympic -winter games, which will 
be 'held in Squaw Valley, Calif., in 
1960. 

Art Tokle, present holder of the 
Norge title, beat two other Finnish 
invaders last year to win, Art has 
just switched his membership from 
the Norge Club to Lake Telcmark, 
N. J., and will be making his first 
return visit to the local slide. 

He also is holder of the Norge 
Hill record, 209 feet, that will be 
the objective of every contestant. 

A new record is mot impossible 
for the competition will be held 
under Ideal conditions. The heavy 
snows of last week have been tightly 
packed on the slide and fast skiing 
service is sure to prevail. 

To compound an oddity in reverse, 
this will be the first Norge meet 
held on natural snow in ten years, 
unless there is a decided last-minute 
switch in weather conditions. Most 
of the Norge meets are held ort pul- 
verized Ice which is blown over 
the skiing surface. 

Prior to the"* ice grinding process, 
the Norge Club bought sufficient 
snow to load 10 gondolo railroad 
freight cars at Baraboo, Wis., or 
Ishpeming, Mich., and had it shipped 
in to be spread on the hill. 

These safeguards have enabled 
the club to hold all tournaments on 
schedule since 1919. 

Other outstanding contestants 
Sunday will be Arnstein Samuelsucn 
holder of the 316 foot* American 
jumping record; Art Devlin, Lake 
Placid, N. Y.; Billy Olson, Eau 
Clarie, Wis.; Richard Rahoi, Irort 
Mountain, Mich.; and Roy Sherwood, 
New Canaan. Conn., who will wear 
their U, S. Olympic uniforms which 
they wore lost year in the interna- 
tional contests, and at least 75 other 
performers. 

One of the junior contestants 
comes from Iron Mountain, Mich., 
touted as possessing the skill and 
daring to outstrip the entire field. 
He is Willie Erickson!, who has won 
the two tournament appearances he 
has made this year. 

There is free parking space for 
10,000 cars, but the Norge Club re- 
quests that motorists start early for 
■the scene to ease traffic conditions. 

The Norge Club is at the Inter- 
section of U.S. 14 (Northwest high- 
way) and State route 22, 40 miles 
northwest of the loop. Chicago St 
Northwestern trains go within walk- 
ing distance of the -ski slide. 
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transfusions are also given to com- 
bat anemias, loss of blood, low blood 
protein, severe infections and blood 
diseases.

While there is some risk .Involved 
in any type of surgery, ' modern 
advances have minimized hazards. 
Certainly an understanding of mis- 
conceptions and a lack of fear will 
help the patient prepare mentally 
for his operation and early con- 
valescence.

Patient's Care After Surgery 

The thought of the many days 
In bed following surgery has In- 
spired a needless fear in persons 
planning to undergo on aperation, 
for it is now generally conceded 
that early ambulation or walking 
about is effective in the convales- 
cence of the patierrt, according to 
the Educational Committee of the 
Illinois State Medical Society in 
HEALTH TALK, 

Early ambulation after surgery 
means getting out of bed as soon 
as possible, usually in the first 
twenty-four (hours. There are ex- 
ceptions, of course, but when the 
procedure is used, it is simple. With 
the assistance of nurses and often 
the attending physician, the patient 
is moved to the side of the bed 
where he is helped to a sitting posi- 
tion with the feet swung over the 
side of the bed, Next, the patient 
steps to the floor and then sits in 
a comfortable chair, usually for just 
a few minutes. The next attempt 
is of longer duration. 

On each*; attempt the patient is 
encouraged' to breathe deeply to 



•prevent pulmonary complications, 
such as blood clots and pneumonia. 
Early rising speeds up the circul- 
ation which greatly lessens, the for- 
maton of dangerous blood clots and 
improves circulation to the oper- 
ative wound with quicker, (healing. 
Other advantages include improved 
urinary bladder and bowel function 
with lowered incidence of vomiting, 
distention, gas pains, and constipa- 
tion. 

Food constituents, such as protein, 
carbohydrates and -fats, as well as 
water, minerals and vitamins are 
necessary to sustain life and normal 
body (functions: If for some reason, 
the basic requirements cannot be 
given to the patient by mouth, they 
arc administrated intravenously. 
This is done by inserting a line 
needle into the patie.-Jt's vein and 
connecting the needle to a long 
tube running from ' a bottle con- 
taining the specially prepared solu- 
tion.* This allows the soution with 
its food, minerals and vitamins to 
enter the circulation slowly and, be 
used by the body. 

On the other hand, if the patient's 
veir49 cannot be used for this pur- 
pose of feeding, some of the fluids 
may bo given subcutaneously, that 
is, injecting the solution beneath. 
the skin. Where nothing is taken 
by the patient by mouth, about three 
liters of fluids are required daily 
to prevent dehydration, a condition 
where fluids are lost from the body 
faster than they are replaced. 

That a major calmlty exists when- 
ever blood .transfusions are given 
is erroneous. In many cases this 
procedure is adopted routinely dur- 
ing or following extensive major 
surgical operations to accelerate 
healing, shorten the recovery period 
and (prevent shock. And then blood

The key role or the skilled crafts- 
man as the 'anchor-man' on indus- 
try's technological team is stressed 
In a new educational aid booklet 
just published by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. 

"There arc no shortcuts in acquir- 
ing a skill," the pamphlets declares. 

"You can't acquire It simply by 
reading textbooks or listening to 
lectures. It takes aptitude, courage, 
ambition, months of study, on-the- 
job training and related technical in- 
struction. Is it worth it? The pam- 
phlet answers the question by quot- 
ing Dr. James Bryant Conant, for- 
mer president of Harvard Univers- 
ity: "In the whole range of scientific 
and technological activities there is 
no substitute for a first-rate man. 
Ten second rate men can't replace 
him." 

The booklet describes six vital 
craft special in detail: millwright 
tool maker or die maker, ma ioten- 
ance electrician, all-around machin- 
ist, pattern -maker and draftsman. 
It indicates how the student can 
-best prepare himseH for an appren- 
tice program while still in high 
school and points out the courses 
and special aptitudes required for 
skill development. 

Opportunities open to the skilled 
craftsman In metal working, elec- 
tronics, automation and atomic en- 
ergy are related, along with special, 
individual projects which help the 
student measure and determine his 
own qualifications for entry into 
the skilled trades. • 

1st the section entiled "Oppor- 
tune tes in Atomic Energy," it is 
noted that "from three to six skilled 
craftsmen are needed for every 
scientist and engineer on the atomic 
energy team. Wood craftsmen", core 
makers, plumbers, stcamf itters, .wel- 
der, mechanics, .glass blowers, elec- 
tronics specialists are in growing 
demand to help set up atomic plants 
and in the machine shops associated 
with nuclear research." 



Government Spending " 

For '57 up $4,000,000 



CHICAGO — Unexpected revenue 
increases and not government econ- 
omy brought about a balanced fed- 
eral budget in 1956 and 1957, the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers declared recently. 

In a special study of the 1957 
budget, the Association called for 
government economy that will not 
be a mirage to disappoint the tax- 
payers." The report went on to 
point out that federal spending for 
fiscal 1957 has increased by 4 bil- 
lion dollars over the original 
budget estimate for the year anj^ 
added that the increase has not 
been — as many persons believe — 
in military or foreign aid expendi- 
tures, but in the domestic agencies 
and departments. 

"In January spending for fiscal 
1957 was pegged at 05 billion dol- 
lars," the NAM study said. "But 
when the revenue picture "was re- 
viewed, the August budget judg- 
ment was for spending 69 billion 
dollars in 1957." Almost all of this 
increase came in domestic allot- 
ments, the report declared. 

The NAM report declared that 
'^neither the Congress or the ad- 
ministration has been successful in 
reducing or eliminating civilian 
programs. The recommendations of 
the commissions set up to evaluate 
the scope of federal programs, . al- 
though corstructive in many re- 
spects, do not provide -a substitute 
for aggressive administrative ac- 
tion." 

The Association called for a six- 
point program of argument, and 
action to restore a climate favor- 
able to economy: 

— Insistence that federal authori- 
ties resist the spending pressures 
from vocal groups within and 
without the government to serve 
the broader, but inarticulate public 
interest in the reduction and con- 
trol of the budget. 

— Continued emphasis on the 
illusory character of federal sup- 
port, with appeal to state and local 
self-interest In keeping and spend- 
ing their own money. 

— The importance of preventing 
daficit-tflnanced inflation, particu- 
larly for the large number ot per- 
sons on fixed incomes, 

— The- need to conserve resources 
for capital firmatiom 

— The importance of utilizing the 
income gain for economic growth 
for reduction of high and discrim- 
inatory tax rates because it is these 
rates that bear most heavily on the 
sources of investment funds. 

— Exct\*aw government spend- 
ing is truly "pie in the sky", re- 
gardless of whose program it is. 
Prudent budgeting, and the elim- 
ination! of unust .taxation can mean 
"pie an the table for everybody."

Federal Land Bank to 

Establish Scholarships 



Two $500,00 scholarships will be 
established by the Federal Land 
Bank of St. Louis, for senior high- 
school, boys entering the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois, 
beginning in the school year 1057- 
58, according to an announcement 
by Walter H. Droste, president of 
the bank. Similar scholarships arc 
being provided In Missouri and Ar- 
kansas, the other statos served by 
the St. Louis Bank. — > 

In making the announcement, 
Droste pointed out that farming is 
the largest and most important busi- 
ness in the United States. He stat- 
ed that; with mechanization and the 
application of science to agriculture, 
many basic changes have taken 
place in this important part of our 
economy, permitting greater effi- 
ciency in farm production to be 
achieved through the application of 
new skills and new methods. 

In approving the scholarship pro- 
gram^ the board of directors of the 
bank was mindful of the opportun- 
ity to contribute to the progress of 
agriculture generally by bringing 
attention to the many careers avail- 
able in agriculture and its related 
services. Mr. Droste declared, "It 
is particularly appropriate to com- 
memorate the 40 years of service to 
agriculture by the Federal Land 
Bank of St Louis with the estab- 
lishment of this scholarship pro- 
gram." 

In the years ahead, future farm- 
ers can be better equipped to meet 
this challenge of a changing and 
dynamic agriculture with the train- 
ing provided by the collegesg of ag- 
riculture. 

The scholarship committee of the 
university will make the selections 
for the awards from the senior high 
school boys in vocational agricul- 
ture teachers, county agents, and 
secretary-treasurers o f national 
farm loan associations.

Louis is wholly farmer-owned and 
farmer-controlled. The bank makes 
long-term farm .mortgage loan's 
through national farm loan associa- 
tions serving every county in Illi- 
nois, Missouri, and Arkansas.

Judicial Redistricting 
Needed in Legislative 
DisL, McClory Says 

(By State Senator, R. McClory) 
The principal legislative issue af- 
fecting our 52nd Senatorial Dis- 
trict of Lake, McHenry and Boone 
Counties is the issue of Judicial re- 
districting. This problem also in- 
volves Winnebago County, inasmuch 
ns our 17th Circuit Court Judicial 
District Comprises Lake, McHenry, 
and Boone and Winnebago Counties. 
■ The combined populations of these 
I four counties (the fastest frowing 
area in the State) is estimated to 
exceed 500,000 persons. 

This increased population, as well 
i ns the extensive industrial growth 
in this area has meant more business 
for the Courts, and has resulted in 
a backing of pending cases, despite 
procedures adopted to speed up their 
disposition. 



PichI to Undergo Surgery 
Harold PiehJ, a Fox Lake resident 
employed at the Antioch store of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Tea Co. 
went to Chicago today to enter St. 
Anne's hospital for Gurgery. Ho is 
suffering from a slipped spinal disc, 
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Since the Judicial Conventions 
(at -which Circuit Court candidates 
are to be selected) must be held in 
April, (to be followed by the Jud- 
icial Election in June) it Is imper- 
ative that the Illinois Legislature 
act with the utmost speed — if a 

judicial redistricting Is to be ac- 
complished. 

At present, there ore four circuit 
judges ini the 17th Judicial District, 
which is the maximum number of 
circuit court judges permitted un- 
der the Illinois constitution. Accord- 
ingly, there is no way of securing 
relief except by redistricting. U, 
for instance, three judges In each 
of the wew districts, the total num- 
ber of judges would be Increased 
from four to six. 

The most natural division of the 
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district Is that which would establish 
Lake and McHcnry Counties as one 
Judicial District, (with 3 judges) 
and Winnebago and Boone Counties 
(also with 3 judges) as the other 
District 

The Bar Associations of the four 
affected counties should weigh the 
question at once, and the press and 
civic organizations of this area 
should wield their influence for 
prompt and effective legislative ac- 
tion, if this is desired. Senator Rob- 
ert Canfield of Rockford (Winne- 
bago County) and the writer will 
handle any necessary legislation In 
ithe Senate, while Representative 
A. B. McConncll of Woodstock, W. 
J. Murphy of Antioch, Robert E. 
Coulson and Jock E. Bairstow of 
Waukegan will be relied upon to 
carry the ball in the House.
